Importance of Breakfast

A RECENT survey o f mo re 
than o ne tho usand accidents in a 
certain industrial plant sho wed 
that the greatest number o ccurred 
between 11:00 a.m. and 12:00 
no o n. And w’hy sho uld that be ? 
Well, many industrial health au­ 
tho rities think that this may have 
so mething to do with the fact th at 
there are to o many wo rkers who 
neglect eating a sufficient amo unt 
o f the pro per fo o ds fo r breakfast. 
Years ago , breakfast was made 
up o f a variety o f fo o ds, but grad­ 
ually mo re and mo re peo ple have 
cut do wn no t o nly o n the amo unt 
o f fo o d they co nsume at breakfast 
but also the quality o f the fo o d and 
no w there are fa r to o many who do 
no t eat eno ugh to keep them alert 
fo r the wo rk they are do ing. 
Mo rning Accidents 
This no t o nly has meant high 
accident rates during mo rning 
ho urs, but a lo w er efficiency rate 
as well. Survey s have sho wn th a t 
many wo rkers clo no t eat any 
breakfast at all. In additio n, many 
o f them have to travel lo ng dis­ 
tances to get to wo rk and the trip 
alo ne may take as much o ut o f a 
perso n as wo rking fo r o ne o r two 
ho urs. In so me instances, break­ 
fast is no mo re than a cup o f co ffee 
and a slice o f to ast, but even break­ 
fasts that are “heavier” o ften do 
no t include eno ugh o f the right 
kind o f fo o ds. 
Acco rding to Dr.Ro bertS.Go o d- 


hart o f the United S ta ten Public 
Health Service, the simple basic 
breakfast w hich e v e ry p e rso n 
might fo llo w with benefit fro m in­ 
fancy up includes fruit, cereal, 
egg, milk, bread and butter. If ad­ 
ditio nal fo o d is required it may be 
supplied by breakfast meats o r 
larger po rtio ns o f the fo o ds men­ 
tio ned. 
Many nutritio n autho rities seem 
agreed that fro m o ne-fo urth to 
o ne-third o f the amo unt o f fo o d 
co nsumed each day sho uld be eaten 
at breakfast. This is reco mmended 
no to nly fo r industrial wo rkers but 
fo r all perso ns. 


E arlier Rising 
Arising ten m inutes earlier than 
usual, eating a go o d breakfast and 
having time to get to wo rk o r 
scho o l witho ut stress o r strain o r 
rush will mean no t o nly fewer ac­ 
cidents and better wo rk but mo re 
energy and mo re enjo y ment o f liv- 
ing. .Many wo men and girls who 
may be attem pting to To se weight 
think that a go o d way o f do ing it 
is to cut o ut breakfast, but break­ 
fast is an im po rtant meal and 
sho uld no t be o mitted. 
Three re g ula r well-balanced 
meals a day is the best way o f 
maintaining strength and vitality . 
This means th at the meals shall 
supply all the necessary fo o d parts 
—•pro teins, carbo hy drates, fa ts, 
vitamins, and minerals. And, by 
all means, do no t neglect break­ 
fast!

A RECENT survey of more 
than one thousand accidents in a 
certain industrial plant showed 
that the greatest number occurred 
between 11:00 a.m. and 12:00 
noon. And why should that be? 
Well, many industrial health au­ 
thorities think that this may have 
something to do with the fact that 
there are too many workers who 
neglect eating a sufficient amount 
«f the proper foods for breakfast 
Years ago, breakfast was made 
up of a variety of foods, but grad­ 
ually more and more people have 
cut down not only on the amount 
of food they consume at breakfast 
but also thequality of the food and 
now there are far too many who do 
not eat enough to keep them alert 
for the work they are doing. 


Morning Accidents 
This not only has meant high 
accident rates during morning 
hours, but a lower efficiency rate 
as well. Surveys have shown that 
many workers fa) not eat any 
brtakfast at all. In addition, many 
of them have to travel long dis­ 
tances to get to work and the trip 
alone may take as much out of a 
person as working for one or two 
hours. In some instances, break­ 
fast is no more than a cup of coffee 
and a slice of toast,but even break­ 
fasts that are “heavier” often do 
not include enough of the right 
kind of foods. 
According to D r.Roberts.Good- 


hart of the United States Public 
Health Service, th* simple basic 
breakfast which e v e ry p e rso n 
might follow with benefit from in­ 
fancy up includes fruit, cereal, 
egg, milk, bread and butter. If ad­ 
ditional food is required it may b* 
supplied by breakfast meats or 
larger portions of the foods men­ 
tioned. 
Many nutrition authorise* seem 
agreed that from one-fourth to 
one-third of the amount of food 
consumed each day should be eaten 
at breakfast. This is recommended 
notonly for industrial workers but 
for all persons. 


Earlier Rising 
Arising ten minutes earlier than 
usual, eating a good breakfast and 
having tim* to get to work or 
school without stress or strain or 
rush will mean not only fewer ac­ 
cidents and better work but more 
energy and more enjoyment of liv- 
ing. Many women and girls who 
may be attem pting to lose weight 
think that a good way of doing it 
is to cut out breakfast, but break­ 
fast is an important meal and 
should not be omitted. 
T hree reg u lar well-balanced 
meals a day is the best way of 
m aintaining strength and vitality. 
This means that the meals shall 
supply all the necessary food parts 
--proteins, carbohydrates, fa ts, 
vitamins, and minerals. And, by 
all means, do not neglect break­ 
fast!
